PI: 12.01 Building and facility rental

PI 12.01 Bmldmg and facnlnty rental. (1) The department of publie in-
struction, as managing authority of the Wisconsin school for the deaf
and the Wisconsin school for the visually handicapped buildings and fa-
cilities, may permit the same to be used by any governmental body or
official, or any non-profit, fraternal, religious, or veterans’ organization
for the purpose of govemmental busmess, public meetings for the free
c%lscuismn of public questions, or for activities of a broad public purpose,
if such use:

(a) Does not interfere w1th the pr:me use of the buildings or facilities,

(b) Does not unduly burden the department of publlc instruction, the
Wisconsin school for the deal, or the Wisconsin school for the visually
handicapped,

{c) Is not a hazard to the safety of the students of the 2 schools, or the
public, or state employes; nor detrimental to the buildings or facilities,

(d) Does not expose the state of Wisconsin to the likelihood of ex-
penses and/or damages which cannot be recovered, and

(e) Is appropriate to the physieal context of the buildings and/or facili-
ties,

(2) The applicant for such use shall make a written request on a speci-
fied form to the superintendent of the respeetive school at least one week
in advance of the anticipated utilization of the building or facility, In the
event of a conflict of requests by 2 or more organizations, the respective
superintendent of each school shall have full discretion.

{3) The applicant for such use shall be liable to the state for any injury
done to its property, and for any expense arising out of such use, and for
such sum as the department of public instruction, the Wisconsin school
for the deaf, or the Wisconsin school for the visually handicapped may
charge for such use as provided in s, 16.845, Stats,

(4) The applicant may charge an admission fee only if approved by the
department of public instruction, the Wisconsin school for the deaf, or
the Wisconsin schoo! for the visually handieapped, pursuant to any con-
ditions as imposed by the department.

€63)] 'I‘here shall be no discrimnination because of race, religion, color,
national origin or sex in the utilization of state office buildings and facili-
ties for government business, public meetings for free discussion of publie
questions, or for civie activities.

(6) The utilization of department of public instruction buildings and
facilities at the Wisconsin school for the deaf and the Wisconsin school
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for the visually handicapped by an organization shall not imply endorse-
ment, approval, or approbation by the state of Wisconsin or tl}';e depart-
ment of public instruetion, the Wisconsin school for the deaf, or the Wis-
consin school for the visually handicapped, nor the extension of special
privilege. Likewise, the refusal by the department of public instruection,
the Wisconsin school for the deaf, or the Wisconsin seheol for the visnally
handicapped to permit use of a building or facility shall not he inter-
preted as disapproval or censure of any organization, hut shall be for
reasons as set forth in (1) (a) through (e) above.

{7) The granting of permission to use a building or facility by the de-
partment of public instruetion, the Wisconsin school for the deaf, or the
Wisconsin sehool for the visually handicapped does not obligate said de-
partment or school to furnish the applicant any service or utilities, or
render any support with personnel, equipment, or supplies. The depart-
ment of public mstruction, the Wisconsin school for the deaf, or the Wis-
consin school for the visually handicapped may furnish such assistance,
and may charge for an%,' expense arising out of use of a building or facil-
ity. The department of public instruction, the Wisconsin school for the
deaf, and the Wisconsin school for the visually handicapped reserve the
right to inspect any equipment or apparatus brought in for a public
meeting, event, or activity; and to limit or prohibit the use of such iterns
P’h!(l:}f: might eﬁect the safety or the normal operatlon of the hu1ldmg or
acility.
